Under the o1d law, the township supervisors

and the township board Were the ones who, in effect, appointed the

- - the township attorney. In reality, it was usually the township

supervisor who went out and found the attorney, and -- and the

rest of the township board Went basically along with it. Township

boards still have something to say about it. Number one, theydve

:ot to -- it goes with the advice and consent of the township

board. In the second placez theydre the ones that have the power

of saying khether the guy's going to get paid or not. So it seems

to me that this is a logical way to go.
